Socialogical Torrance is one of the
most interesting problems of the
west. Here is a city born and hred
an aristocrat of its kind: Torrance
will never be a street gamin, cast
into the activities of life and left to
fight its way out of ‘the rut and gut-
ter of social evil. Torrance was
born in the lap of luxury with a sil-
ver spoon in its mouth, but Torrance
can never become a spoiled child o1
plutocracy. Torrance is a white
man’s town, or manufacturer’s Uto-
pia anhd a laboring man’s Eden.

Contentment is a basic principle in
the efficiency of labor. Liquor is the
monstrous enemy of contentment. No,
this is not a temperance lecture, but
Torrance is a dry town, restricted for-
ever against liguor. The provision is
a bed-rock of 'stability running with
the land, and incorporated in the
grant deed and guarantee of title
which ‘is given to all property in Tor-
rance.

Pat says: “Sure, you have flow-
ing wells of water, flowing wells of
oil, flowing canals hooked up with
the flowing sea, and not a drop to
drink.”

But listen, a lady came into my
office to make a payment on the home
which had been bought in Torrance
three months ago. With tears in hei
eyes she leaned across my desk and
“Just think, Pat has nof been
to Los Angeles for five weeks and all
the kiddies have new booties.” Pat
spent his money in Los Angeles for
liquor. Pat is saving his money ia
Torrance, etc,

Torrance is an open-shop princi-
pality of industry, untrammeled by
politi¢s and free from' bonded debt.
A city where beauty, cleanliness and
comfort are actually forced upon the
Regulations incorporated in
the legal Declaration of the Domin-
guez Land Corporation, provide for
those factors which make for happi-
ness and clean living. This declara-
tion stipulates that streets shall be
paved, that trees shall be planted on
all ‘streets under a well organized
plan of beautification. Thirty:acres
of public park and playground ars
being established. Very splendid aser-
vice. of street lighting and fire pro-
téction; water system and sewer
mains are already installed. The bur-
den of responsibility for all of these
things has been assumed by the or-
ganizers of the city, and the people
are being done for, instead of beiag
left to do for themselves. All im-
provements are included in the prices
of land.

Under this organization, there is no
foothold in Torrance for the tene-
ment, districts which like festering
sores eat into the body politic of
the average factory town. Safety,
mentally, morally and physically is
incorporated in the sociological con-
struction’ of this ideal industrial com-
munity.

Although this city is but eighteen
amonths old, already provision has
been made ' for extensive athleiic
grounds; club rooms and other forms
of entertalnment for the factory em-
ployees and their wives and children.
Residents of Torrance today are pio-
neers but they have not been asked
to fell trees, hew log huts and blaze
tralls into an unknown future,

Certain conditions in Los Angeles
are distinctly unfavorable to the wel-
Leav-
ing his plant at night tired and dirty,
in order to get to the home within
his rental or purchase means, it is
necessary for him to stand in a
crowded car for many minutes., In
Torrance when the whistle blows, a
three-minute's walk in bracing sea-
born air brings the employee to his
own fireside. Perhaps one among

advantage of such an organization to-
ward the amelioration of the condi-
tions of the laboring man. There is
no sentimentality in this phase of in
industrial center for civilization has
come to demand it. It is difficult to
overcome conditions and banish evil
but Torrance has the battle won in
its beginnings.

It is
easy to forget that the first need of
the workman is employment, and
that employment depends upon the
success of thé business which fur-
nishes it.

Much Money Needed

“The housing of employees re-
quires the expenditure of large sums
of money. That money must be
taken out of the business, as part
of _the capital of the entprprlse, it
must yield returis to those who have
invested in building houses for em-
ployees will not bring any such re-
turns as money employed in the
manufacture and sale of the prod-
ucts of industry.
